While it was generally believed that the 
American Union was dissolved, this plan 
was in favor; but since the announcement 
of tbe capture of New Orleans, the tide 
has turned.

TAurlow Weed's Impressions Abroad. 


—Thurlow Weed arrived in New York 
jesterday by the steamer Persia, end-was 
met on the landing by a committee of the 
Common Council who conducted him to 
the Afltor House, where he partook of a 
public breakfast at their invitation. On 
taking his seat the veteran politician re- 
marked the pleasure he experienced in sit- 
ting at an American table, where accurate 
measure was not taken of a chop of mut- 
ton and tbe eggs numbered. Mr. Weed 
•poke ot hio observation tbroad, which are 
tbua reported in the New York Post: 


"The state of public sentiment abroad' 


he said, was-far from gratifying. The 
French Government cherished no friendly 
sentiments toward us, and the people were 
little better. 
But Prince Napoleon was 


our most sincere, earnest friend, and lost 
no occasion to do us friendly ofBeea. 


The British Ministry was -divided. 
Lord 


Palmerston and Earl Russell were adverse 
lo us; other members of the Cabinet were 
warmly affected toward the North. The 
Queen, whenever she could say a word, al- 
ways expressed the moEt decided sympathy 
with us, Prince Albert had always been 
the devoted friend of this country, and his 
last public Dot had been to modify a dis- 
patch which the .ministry had prepared to 
send to Lord Lyons. 


The general unfriendly sentiment cher- 


shed toward us in the Old World, Mr. 
Weed attribited to tbe treacherous oon- 
luct of onr diplomatic agents abroad.—

Europe for the contemplated revolution, 
and a large number of Sou'.hern Congress- 
men had participated in the treason.
